Son charged 
with murder 


A MAN has appeared in 
court charged with the 
murder of his 94-year-old 
father in a Northampton¬ 
shire village. 

John Zebedee, of Waverley 
Road, Reading, appeared in the 
dock charged with murdering 
his elderly father Harry Zebe¬ 
dee in the early hours of Fri¬ 
day at a thatched house in the 
small village of Slapton. 

During the short hearing on 
Monday, the defendant, grey¬ 
haired and balding, wearing a 
blue T-shirt and holding a pair 
of glasses, stood in the dock 
with a security guard who had 
brought him from the cells. 

Sarah Ingram, prosecuting, 
said he was charged with mur¬ 
der and revealed that a further 
charge, of failing to provide a 
specimen to police, had been 
withdrawn. 

Magistrates told Zebedee 
that they were required to 
commit the case to Northamp¬ 


ton Crown Court and then re¬ 
manded him in custody until 
that hearing. 

Zebedee thanked them before 
being led away, which was the 
only time he spoke during the 
hearing, having simply nod¬ 
ded to acknowledge his name, 
address and date of birth. 

The defendant had been ar¬ 
rested last Friday after police 
were called to a thatched house 
in Slapton at around 1.30am. 
They found the body of Harry 
Zebedee, who is believed to 
have been living there with his 
daughter, who owns the house. 

Later on Friday, police then 
arrested John Zebedee and, af¬ 
ter questioning him, charged 
him with murder on Saturday. 

A spokesman for the county 
force said: “An initial post mor¬ 
tem has taken place, but offic¬ 
ers await further test results.” 

Zebedee is due to appear 
in front of a judge later this 
week.

PEOPLE BEFORE PROFIT 
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Fires burn 
in protest

BEACONS burned in vil¬ 
lages throughout South 
Northamptonshire on 
Monday night in protest 
against HS2, as an offi¬ 
cial consultation on high¬ 
speed rail was launched. 

Around 50 villages along the 
planned London to West Mid¬ 
lands rail link took part in the 
protest, with beacons lit in 
Greatworth, Thorpe Mandeville, 
Lower Boddington, Priors Hard¬ 
wick, Chipping Warden and As- 
ton-le-Walls. 

The protest coincided with the 
launch yesterday of what Trans¬ 
port Secretary Philip Hammond 
has called the biggest public con¬ 
sultation ever. 

Alan Seeds, spokesman for 
SNAG (South Northamptonshire 
Action Group) said the burning 
beacons were being used to alert 
the country to the danger the 
route presented. 

“The whole of Northampton¬ 
shire needs to recognise that 
nearly £1 billion will be spent 
on the project over the next five 
years, even before construction 
begins,” he said. 

“Any benefit for the county 
from HS2 will be tiny, speculative 
and simply not worth the huge 
cost at a time of savage spending 
cuts over the coming years. 

“We want to get as many peo¬ 
ple as possible to take part in the 
consultation and to get out the 
message this is not a ‘nimby’ is¬ 
sue.” 

“Opposition to HS2 is not a 


nimby rave,” added Tania Par¬ 
sons, of Lower Thorpe, where all 
five homes in the hamlet would 
be demolished to make way for 
HS2. “It is an economic concern 
affecting us all.” 

The Campaign to Protect Ru¬ 
ral England (CPRE) criticised 
the Government’s consultation 
process, labelling it “a complete 
train wreck,” which has failed to 
give enough public involvement. 

The consultation will run un¬ 
til July 29 and there will be road¬ 
shows at sites along the proposed 
route, including one in Brackley 


Leisure Centre in Springfield 
Way on May 27 and 28. 

Sir Brian Briscoe, chairman 
of HS2 Ltd, said: “We want to do 
everything we can to minimise 
the potential impacts of HS2, so 
I would encourage everyone who 
has an interest in the proposals 
to come to our roadshows and 
talk to us. 

“This is your opportunity to 
voice your concerns and find out 
more about the Government’s 
proposals and have all the infor¬ 
mation you need to respond to 
the consultation.”

And it will inspire confidence in 
the future of Northampton.” 

The budget includes the closure 
of Cliftonville House; the crea¬ 
tion of a leisure trust; funding 
cuts for alcohol and drugs charity 
CAN; and the handing over of en¬ 
vironmental services to a private 
company in a joint deal with Dav- 
entry District council. 

Labour group leader, Coun¬ 
cillor Lee Mason {Lab, Lumber- 
tubs), proposed an amendment 
to the budget that the voluntary 
associations budget - known as 
the Community Enabling Fund 
Advisory Panel (CEFAP) budget 
- was increased by £50,000. This 
amendment was accepted by 
council members and altered in 
the budget. 

She raised concerns for the 
budget and said: “Northampton 
Borough Council is so restricted 
in what it can do. 


“I ask, what will happen in two 
years’ time when there is no Clift¬ 
onville to sell and no environmen¬ 
tal services to outsource. We will 
need another £2 million for cuts 
next year. 

“We know there are more to 
come. The coalition believes in 
localism and the Big Society but 
where’s the money for our local 
society” 

Councillor Tim Hadland {Con, 
Weston) proposed an admend- 
ment to the support of the Door- 
to-Door service. He said the serv¬ 
ice should not suffer under the 
cut of concessionary fairs. 

Councillor Perkins said he was 
happy to lend support to North¬ 
amptonshire County Council for 
the service and the amendment 
was passed by council members. 

The remainder of the proposed 
budget was passed along with 
these amendments.

“I was furious when I heard 
the police had taken away all 
my stuff I was also embarrassed 
that people could think we’d have 
stolen goods as we don’t encour¬ 
age shop-lifting at all. 

“The idea that we’d have stolen 
goods tarnishes our reputation. 


At the end of the day, I know the 
police have their job to do but I 
wanted to clear my name. 

“The police have responded 
quickly though in returning my 
goods and none of it was dam¬ 
aged.” 

The Rifle Drum, in Drum 
Lane, Northampton town centre, 
was also closed for a short time 
on Thursday after police raided 
the pub at around 2pm. Officers 
searched the pub but did not find 
any stolen property. 

Sergeant Simon Pinchin, Op¬ 
eration Guardian sergeant for 
central sector, said the pubs were 
raided due to information they 
had received. 

He said: “We went into the 
pubs calmly and asked custom¬ 
ers to leave. Upstairs in one of 
the rooms above The Bear, we 
found some goods which needed 
further investigation. 

“We go round on a regular ba¬ 
sis and speak to publicans and 
this really should be seen as a 
deterrent. 

“We have the powers to enter 
a premise with a warrant and if 
we find any offences they will be 
brought to the attention of the li¬ 
censing authority.”

Campaigners 
take to street 
to fight plan 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
plans for lorries carrying 
wind farm turbines to pass 
through their villages took 
to the streets of Guilsbor¬ 
ough on Monday. 

Around 100 people met 
in the village to hold up a 
giant piece of fabric, which 
was around 50m long - the 
same height as a wind tur¬ 
bine - to show their concern 
about the route the lorries 
would take if plans for a 
wind farm near the village 
of Watford are given the go- 
ahead. 

Plans have been submit¬ 


ted to Daventry District 
Council by wind farm de¬ 
velopers Volkswind to erect 
five turbines at Watford 
Lodge - the lorries would 
travel through Thornby, 
Guilsborough and West 
Haddon. 

Residents from the vil¬ 
lages have formed a cam¬ 
paign group called REACT

A PAIR of tortoise¬ 
shell spectacles that 
helped Sir Winston 
Churchill read some 
of his famous speech¬ 
es will go up for auc¬ 
tion in Northampton¬ 
shire. 

The plastic-framed read¬ 
ing glasses were made in 
1954 for the former prime 
minister, one of history’s 
greatest orators, who was 
often seen wearing spec¬ 
tacles when appearing in 
public. 

Complete with a blue 
leather-covered case, they 
will be sold by Northamp¬ 
tonshire auctioneers, JP 
Humbert, in Towcester, on 
March 17. 

Auctioneer Jonathan 
Humbert said the glasses, 
which are in “pristine 
condition” with no scuffs 


or marks to the lenses or 
circular frames, were left 
with opticians Dixey of 
Wigmore Street, London, 
after they had been sent 
there for some adjustment 
work. 

Mr Humbert said: “They 
were made for Churchill 
and he had them, and wore 
them, for some time. 

“They went back to have 
some adjustment or tight¬ 
ening made and they were 
either then never collected 
or were replaced.” 

Mr Humbert said a 
compliments slip from 
Dixey was also included 
in the glasses case. It 
read: “These tortoiseshell 
spectacles were made in 
1954 for the Right Honour¬ 
able Sir Winston Leonard 
Churchill.” 

At the time when he 
wore them, Churchill 


would have been in his 
second spell at 10 Down¬ 
ing Street. 

By cross-referencing 
with pictures of Churchill 
wearing glasses from the 
1950s, auctioneers were 
able to guarantee their 
provenance. 

They will go into the 
auction for a “very mod¬ 
est” unreserved starting 
price of between £200 and 
£300, Mr Humbert said, 
but interest in them was 
expected to be high. 

He said: “To get a pair 
of Churchill’s spectacles 
in first-class condition 
with provenance is a real 
coup. 

“Anything he has owned 
or touched is always at a 
real premium and these 
glasses have definitely 
been on the Churchillian 
nose.”

Chevrolet Orlando 2.0 vcoi 


REVIEW BY IAN DONALDSON 


Chevy exceeding 
all expectations 


F aced with a board hung 
with car keys, all for differ¬ 
ent versions of Chevrolet’s 
new seven-seater, the temptation 
was to ask for one of the poshest, 
please. 

Which in Chevrolet terms, still 
means a car whose total cost is 
what some people spend piling 
extras on their Porsche. For the 
dearest Orlando offered today, 
complete with a panoply of bells 
and whistles, costs £23,195. 

That brings you heated front 
seats, sat nav and full leather 
upholstery; even automatic 
transmission. Opt instead for the 
most basic model, still with air 
con, remote locking and the seven 


seats that come with 
Orlando and the bill 
is £16,395. 

And the likely most 
popular of the 2,000 or 
so cars expected to find 
homes 


every 


here this year is the £18,645 LT 
model with a diesel engine, and 
the car tested here. 

If you think this test has start¬ 
ed a bit spec-happy then apolo¬ 
gies, but this is a car whose very 
existence depends on some (large) 
extent on its value for money. 

There are plenty of more 
prestigious badges around, and 
on cars that lack the Orlando’s 
slightly awkward looks, but they 
all cost more. 

What’s more, after several 
hours in the newcomer, this 
obvious value goes more than 
brochure deep. And that’s not 
taking into consideration the five 
year or 50,000 mile warranty, five 
years free servicing, five years 
RAC roadside assistance and five 
years’ MoT warranty. 

Chevrolet in its current world 
form was born in the ashes of the 
failed Korean carmaker 


Daewoo as the ‘value’ brand 
of the giant GM business and 
has steadily been designing 
cars that depend more on 
value than simple cheapness. 

Which means we’ll pay a 
bit more for a car if it looks 
worth the extra, but only 
if we’re pretty sure there’s 
more than marketing hype 
behind it. 

Well, with the Orlando 
you can be sure. 

The year is yet young 
but I’ll be surprised if any new 
car tested in 2011 confounds my 
expectations more than this new 
Chevy. And not in a bad way, 
either. 

Rather, here’s a car that raises 
few expectations before you slip 
behind its wheel for a drive. You 
know it looks decent value and 
comes with a decent crop of 
goodies, but you hardly expect it 
to provide an

ing drive. 

Well, read on. 

You have a choice of 1.8 petrol 
or a couple of 2.0 diesels, of dif¬ 
fering power, and I opted for the 
lower output diesel. Five miles 
into the drive, on a mix of mod¬ 
estly demanding Cotswolds roads, 
I was sure I’d been handed a key 
to the powerhouse model. 

The way the car puUed up main 
road inclines (and past crawling 
Cotswold visitors looking for their 
next cream tea) convinced me this 
was the more muscular diesel. 
Wrong; and with a 42mpg dash¬ 
board readout at the end of my 
session, here was a car I could 
live with. 

It rode some appall¬ 
ingly pockmarked 

roads with con¬ 
siderable 



and its voice never rose above 
a muted growl. No quibbles 
about the gear change or 
clutch either, for that matter. 

The Orlando is no sports car 
(thank goodness, it’s built to 
take in other virtues) but for 
such a practical machine it re¬ 
ally is rather good to drive. 

Not bad to sit in and look 
around, either. You won’t find 
Audi levels of fit and finish, but 
for the price the Chevy design¬ 
ers have done a good job that 
looks likely to last in the open 
warfare battleground that a fam¬ 
ily runaround has to survive on a 
daily basis. 

Peering round the inte¬ 
rior, there’s evidence of sensible 
economy in surfaces that lack 
the last little bit of plushness, 
but everything is neatly screwed 
together. 

Blue instruments aren’t the 
way to make yourself easily read, 
though. They’re supposedly in¬ 
spired by the look of the Corvette, 
Chevrolet’s big hearted sports car, 
which must make it hard to see 
how fast that 186mph car’s going 
when you’re on a charge. 

A much neater touch is the 
compartment hidden behind the 
face of the sound system and big 
enough to hide your (connected) 
iPod if you choose the right level of 
Orlando. 

Seats in rows two and three 
flop down simply to reveal the 
carrying capacity of a decent van. 
In position, the rearmost row has 
enough space for a couple of mod¬ 
erately sized adults, or stretching 
room for a brace of teenagers. 

A 1.8 petrol model tried after 
the diesel, predictably needed 
more revs to keep up brisk 
progress and managed only 
34mpg, but is £1,250 cheaper and 
a sensible proposition for lower 
mileage owners. 

Me, I’d take the surprising 
diesel and rather enjoy myself.

Sammo refusing to 
throw in the towei 


IAN SAMPSON says there is 
no chance he will throw in the 
towel on the Cobblers' chances 
of reaching the play-offs de¬ 
spite their defeat to Burton Al¬ 
bion on Tuesday night. 

Town ended a run of six straight 
draws with a 3-2 loss at Sixfields to 
the Brewers, who powered to a 3-0 lead 
in the first half and withstood severe 
pressure from the hosts to secure the 
spoils. 

It was a result that leaves the Cob¬ 
blers nine points adrift of the top sev¬ 
en and one that will lead the majority 
of their supporters to believe the play¬ 
off bid is over.

As well as booing their own team off 
at half-time, a sparse Sixfields crowd 
also had plenty of harsh words for ref¬ 


eree Pat Miller, who booked five of the 
home side’s players and made some 
truly puzzling decisions. 

Perhaps his most controversial call 
was to disallow an effort by Michael 
Jacobs that would have given North¬ 
ampton an equaliser in the second 
half. 

But Sampson refused to play the 
blame game as far as the referee was 
concerned, and accepted full responsi¬ 
bility for the display. 

“I thought the referee was average 
in the first half but he wasn’t to blame 
for the goals we conceded in the first 
half,” he said. 

“The first half was poor and 
I have to take responsibility for 
that but I thought we deserved to 
take something from the game based 


on our second-half performance. 

“The shape I set the team out in 
didn’t work but I can’t fault the way 
they played in the second half, I 
thought they were excellent. 

“I don’t know why Michael’s goal 
was disallowed, I haven’t spoken to the 
referee and I haven’t seen it again so I 
can’t really comment on it.”

He played against Foden 
and Ashton in the autumn in¬ 
ternationals, when he played 
for Samoa against England as 
well as Scotland and Ireland. 

Now he is to play alongside 
the Saints stars, and after 
watching and reading so much 
about them, he can’t wait. Pisi 
said: “Playing against Chris 
Ashton and Ben Foden in the 
autumn was awesome and it’ll 
be exciting to get the chance 
to play with them. 

“It’s an opportunity for me 
to have a new life in North¬ 
ampton with my fiance Jes¬ 
sica. 

“Hopefully playing at Cler¬ 
mont will be good for me. The 
more rugby I play the better I 
get, so when I come back for 
Taranaki, then hopefully the 
World Cup with Samoa, I’ll be 
able to hit the ground running 
when I get to Northampton. 

“I’ve admired the peo¬ 
ple who have been through 
Northampton. It’s a great fam¬ 
ily club and it’s a great place 
for me to start my own family 
over there. 

“I’ve been watching how 
Saints have been going. 
They’ve been playing well and 
come along well from last year 
and I feel that the team is build¬ 
ing every year for higher hon¬ 
ours. It’s an awesome club.” 

Saints will be aiming to end 
a run of five straight Aviva 
Premiership defeats this Sun¬ 
day when the travel to take on 
Exeter Chiefs. 

Jim Mallinder’s men were 
beaten 18-16 by Gloucester at 
Franklin’s Gardens last Sat¬ 
urday, and are still without a 
league win in 2011.
